F SOME ONE WILLED YOU A TOWN HOUSE ON CONDITION THAT YOU LIVE IN [I 
for the rest of your life, chances are you'd pass up the privilege in favor of main 
taining your mobility and keeping out from under the overhead. But, if the same 
dwelling were offered along with $1,000,000 in cash, you'd probably accept and 
regard the restrictions lightly 
That's exactly how it happened to the late Mr. and Mrs. Arthur E. Childs of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, soon after the turn of the century. A brilliant inventor and 
financier, Mr. Childs had purchased extensive acreage in Harrisville, New Hampshire, 
with the intent of building a hunting lodge . . . So, rather than spend his retirement 
in Worcester just because the rent was free, he schemed with his wife and his lawyers 
to get around the will by moving the mansion to New Hampshire. 
The structure was dismantled with great care, all key members being numbered 
Then everything, including stones from the foun- 
dation, was hauled to Harrisville over the Boston 
& Maine railroad. And by the time it was all put 
together again on its new site opposite Mt 
Monadnock, at an elevation of 1900 feet, the 
Childs had spent $150,000. But that was only the 
beginning . Before they were through with de- 
veloping their new “rent-free” estate, they sunk 
ipproximately $1,500,000 into this fabulous prop- 
erty 
Our story begins more than 100 years ago 
Records on file with the Worcester Antiquarian 
Society reveal that the Harrisville mansion was 
originally built by one William A. Wheeler “before 1851,” near Lincoln Square. 
It was sold in 1865 to Philip L. Moen who, in turn, willed it in 1891 to his fourth 
child, Alice Grant Moen, under provision already stated. The house was built of 
wood, adorned with massive ornamental trim in the grand manner of the period 
Having become associated with the Washburn & Moen Manufacturing Co., aggres 
sive Arthur Childs entered our picture via the widely-approved stratagem of marrying 
the boss's daughter. But nobody was going to push Arthur Childs around, not even a 
ghost! Ultimately a prime organizer of the New England Power Association and the 
Columbia National Life Insurance Co., he was also a talented electrical engineer 
whose ideas readily produced profits . . . So, when he and his wealthy wife could no 
longer resist the urge to settle on the sylvan slopes at Harrisville, along abdut 1909, 
Mr. Childs simply laid it on the line with his attorneys, architects, builders and the

@ One hundred and fifty years ago, East Dennis, Massachusetts, was a noisy 
place—reverberating with the sound of saw and adze. For it was here that 
Asa Shiverick turned out schooners, brigs, sloops and even full-rigged 
clipper ships. The old photograph, below, was taken 75 years ago and 
shows the present Route 6-A. Note the same road (left—see arrow) in the 
modern aerial view of the now quiet but charming village and harbor. 
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The harbor at the time of the Shivericks consisted of but a few narrow 
channels which meant that the eight big clippers made by Asa and his three 
sons could be launched only on the highest tides of Spring and Fall. (In 
the background, above, is the Boston packet.) Artist Dorothy H. Ellen, 
shown in her Open Door Studio, below, in East Dennis, has immortalized 
these Shiverick clippers in pen and ink drawings silk screened on tile. 


The tablet, below, commemorates 
the East Dennis “backyard” clippers 
—started soon after the War of 1812. 














The same harbor today, above, is still the center of activity with small 
boats of all description taking advantage of the magnificent refuge i 
affords. Thanks to recent dredging, over 100 moorings were filled las! 
summer and many more are expected this season. Ultimately, the entire 


harbor, now about 2000 feet long, 350 feet wide and with more than 
six feet of water, will be a beautiful marina protected on all side:

If these boys had been born just a few years earlier, some might very well 
have been ‘‘ship's cousins’’ on the Hippogriffe or Webfoot. The picture was 
taken about 1880 on the Sesuit River by the boys’ schoolmaster. 
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Progress and the Civil War 
doomed the proud clipper 
ships and in 1863 the East 
Dennis shipyard closed for 
good. The sound of industry 
died away. But the Captains 
houses still stand today and 
the village is full of their de- 
scendants. New people are 
being attracted to East Den- 
nis, too, and because they rec- 
ognize the town's quiet charm, 
they are adding to it. For in- 
stance, can you tell which of 
the two houses shown on the 
left was built in 1950? If you 
spotted the natural-shingled 
Cape Codder (top of the 
page), built by Mr. and Mrs. 
Dudley Smith ten years ago, 
you're an expert. The house 
below, left, was built in 1785 
and is the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. John A. Ellen, proprietors 
of the previously mentioned 
Open Door Studio.

Capt. Sears was typical of the colorful charac 
ters who stormed around the world on the big clippers and his logs, often 
written like a diary, are a delight to read. i.e.: “Oh, for a cot in some vast 
wilderness where | shall never see a ship again.” Or: ‘Sunday . . . Slow 
getting along—Thy ways, O Lord, are inscrutible.” 

East Dennis is a pleasant place to live or visit, a lively little community 
proud of its great past and preserving its “untouched” appearance. Many 
people who motor along the superhighway to Provincetown never know 
it's there—and, perhaps, that's to the good. 
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People still had to be convinced that a boat “with fire under it” 
was safe for travel and yet the company began to 


grow with an era of prosperity and fabulous sea-side resorts.

New York's Metropolitan Museum has 
proclaimed the hand-hewn living and bed- 
room paneling of this house as one of the 
finest examples of New England paneling in 
existence. It has one of the few tree-hewn 
staircases still intact in any New England 
home. There are five staircases and five fire- 
places. Owned by Mr. and Mrs. Seth Low 
Kelsey. 

THE ALCOTTS 

Built about 1770, its name goes back to 
that of an uncle of Louisa May Alcott, its 
tenth owner. In its restoration, the four front 
rooms remain unchanged. Workable Indian 
shutters are to be seen upstairs. Used one 
time as a post office, the letter window can 
still be felt under the wallpaper in the 
kitchen entry.

As the planting season rolls around each 
year, gardeners, both professional and ama 
teur, find themselves frustrated by loss of 
seedlings. Some say, “It was too early” 
others say, “It was too hot.” Some utter 
remarks unprintable. All agree that “‘wilt’’ 
is a menace, and wish they could find a 
way to control it. 

Vic Bredenberg, down in Springfield, 
Massachusetts took the positive approach 
and decided that he'd be able to lick the 
problem if he could transplant without 
disturbing the seedlings’ tender roots. The 
problem of “root shock” is as old as the 
art of plant cultivation. If the roots could 
be transferred from flat to garden without 
“shock"’ he could save himself a great deal 
of frustration. He tried every tool he could 
find and finally decided that he would have 
to make a new one. Since Vic has spent 
his entire adult life designing machinery 
it was just one more efficiency problem to 
conquer. A little thought, a strip of metal 
and an hour later he was in his garden 
trying out a new tool. It worked so well 
that his neighbor asked him if he might 
borrow it. He started making them for 
friends and relatives and as more people 
saw them the demand grew. He made one 
for his sister and she convinced him that 
he should patent the thing. 

Before he knew it he was in business. He 
designed and made a series of machines to 
help him put his operation on a one man 
production line basis. He now makes 
around 150 tools per day without help. 
When he has needed help he finds that his 
wife, daughter, son-in-law and grandchil- 
dren are anxious to get into the act. Of 
course their help is of a limited variety be- 
cause Vic's standards are high and he wants 
to make sure that every tool will be just 
right. 

There is an air of calm assurance about 
Vic when he talks about his “Clean 
Thumb” as the tool is called. He knows it 
does its job. It cuts a perfect hole in the 
ground and lifts out the plug of earth. It 
easily fits around the roots of a plant and

I YOU HAVE IN YOUR GLASS COLLEC 
tion a tableware article of medium 
weight clear flint glass, with pink coral 
threading applied on the outside, it

then upward forty to fifty percent of the 
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height of the article. In size the thread- 
ing will be about twice as large on the 
bottom of the article as at its ending. The 
threading itself should be one continuous 
piece of glass tapering in size from be 
ginning to end. And finally, if you have 
threaded Sandwich glass, preserve it care 
fully as it is practically irreplaceable to 
day. 

Sandwich Glass were almost words to 
conjure with in our household, and well 
they might have been, as my mother had 
named me after two members of the 
family, each of whom had been a director 
in the Boston & Sandwich Glass Co 

My maternal grandfather was Nath 
iniel J. Bradlee. He joined the direc- 
orate of the Boston & Sandwich Glass 
Company about 1874 and was also the

To every lover of Sandwich glass, the 
words Ruth Webb Lee are important. She 
has rescued the Sandwich Glass Works 
from the oblivion which has al 
ready enshrouded such firms as The New 
England Glass Company and the Portland 
Glass Company. Every student of Sand 
wich glass owes her a debt of gratitude 
Her books will always be the last word 
on this subject 

The name “Sandwich” has almost come 
to have a changed meaning. It is used to 
describe any old, lacy, flint glass, irrespec- 
tive of where it may have been manu- 
factured. The basic reason for this is that 
Sandwich glass is considered to be su- 
perior, or more desirable, to that of other 
manufacturers. Hence sellers think it aids 
them to obtain a better price for their

wares if they can advance the theory they 


were made at Sandwich, Massachusetts. 

Not only the amateur but also the ad 
vanced collector would do well to follow 
Mrs book. If the pattern is not 
portrayed in her books on “Sandwich 
Glass,” in all probability it was not made 
at Sandwich

Threaded glass was the luxury product 
that was made at Sandwich. It was more 
beautiful than the pattern glass and 
was produced in much smaller quantities. 
The reasons for it being now in limited 
supply are that it was more expensive 
(hence less in demand) it was at 
made partially by hand, and it was less 
durable.

weights, vases, et cetera. Probably Lutz 
was the head of a small department de 
voted to making threaded glass 

Although it is only seventy years since 
production at Sandwich ceased, there is 
not much threaded glass remaining. It 
was probably made in a quantity equal 
to one popular pattern design—say, for 
instance, Ashburton, but having been 
very much more fragile than the Ashbur 
ton, the ratio of breakage has been high 
Sometimes one may find a 
Antique Shop, but many of the smaller 
shops only have a vague idea of what 
one is asking for. 

A few years ago I purchased the re 
maining pieces of threaded glass in a ‘‘cot 
tage’’ which was being dismantled at Bar 
Harbor, Maine. This dwelling had been 
erected circa 1890 and at that time 
had been evidently full sets matching the 
remaining plates and saucers. Breakage 
had accounted for ninety percent of the 
original supply; but the ten percent re

appealing and enchanting small dolls 
with round cork heads and fish net cloth- 
ing .. . each an individual character. 

Tiny uses at least six different kinds 
of net in this most unique industry (with 
shops in an old schoolhouse on the Cape 
and at the Village Fair in Sausalito, Cali- 
fornia). There’s the trap net, and the 
sardine, the mackerel, the minnow and 
the Hawser’s Scotch each playing its 
special role. 

Strictly utilitarian are the guards of 
net which are made to cover your electric 
fan. Such protection is required by many 
states but it remained for Tiny to design 
something really good looking. 

Strictly fanciful are the pert and pretty 
cocktail hats with their pearls and rhine- 
stones.

the Mayflower, especially built for the 
Boston and Hingham Steam Boat Com- 
pany, was put in service. She was much 
larger than the General Lincoln and 
could accommodate 800 passengers. Each 
succeeding boat through the years was 
larger and more luxurious than its prede- 
cessors and almost without exception they 
named after local hero or 
figure or place in Colonial history.

On the top floor the rooms had straw 
matting and golden ash furniture. The roof 
had steep gables, towers and minarets. The 
hotel had wine vaults, its own gas works 
for lighting, and “a bar of generous pro 
portions.” No mention was made of any 
bathrooms in the contemporary advertis 
ing. Every afternoon and evening the guests 
were entertained by band concerts from an 
adjoining bandstand. And in the evening 
you could stroll in a grove lighted with 
flickering incandescent lamps. The five 
o'clock boat from Boston would bring the 
pater familias down from town at the close 
of the day 

All of this meant increasing traffic for 
the steamboat line, but another factor con 
tributed even more 

During this period, a man named Samu 
Downer of Boston, bought a large tract of 
land in Hingham, including Crow Point 
and Otis Hill. He had originally intended 
to build an oil refinery there, but the beauty 
of the site, plus the fact that there wasn't 
enough water to float tankers, led him to 
turn the area into a pleasure park which he 
named Melville Gardens, after his wife 

Downer was an altruist. He had refused 
to join forces with a young bookkeeper in 
Cleveland named John D. Rockefeller in the 
oil business because he did not approve of 
Rockefellers ruthless methods. He devel- 
oped Melville Gardens as a summer play 
ground, easily accessible by boat, largely for 
families from Boston. The Gardens had 
all kinds of entertainments—a bear pit, a 
monkey cage, a lagoon, a dancing pavilion, 
a bowling green, and clambakes at regular 
intervals to feed the hungry. Not the least 
of the attractions in the Gardens were 
twenty electric lights, a startling imnova 
tion in those days. For his friends he built 
a luxurious summer hotel—the Rose Stand 
ish House—on the point and three wharves 
one to accommodate freighters and _ the 
other two to handle the steamers of the 
People’s Line and the Boston and Hinghan 
Steam Boat Company 

Nantasket Beach, too, was gaining in pop 
ularity, although it was not for nearly 
twenty years that the Weir River was 
dredged deep enough to reach the present 
dock. It created quite a bit of talk at the 
time, but daring women, dressed of course 
in black bathing suits from head to toc 
could be seen taking a dip at the beach 
on hot Saturday afternoons!

One cause for trouble for the old 
side-wheelers was the fact that they were 
not too maneuverable. It was hard to get 
them started and once started hard to con 
trol the speed. Starting the engine at the 
dock was accomplished by a process called 

barring.” The engineer would drop a long 

ght foot steel bar through a slot in the 
deck to the engine below. Then he would 
surge forward on the bar until the engine 
said “whish,”” upon which he would pull 
the bar back until the patient engine said 
“whish” again. By repeating this process, 
he would get the paddle wheels turning 
until they were able to pick up steam from 
the engine 

Running down the harbor in a fog one 
day, one of the boats, actually the May- 
flower that is berthed now in a mud bank 
in Nantasket, collided with a United Fruit 
boat coming up the channel. In the suit 
that followed, the United Fruit Company 
claimed that the Nantasket boat was going 
too fast. To refute that claim, the steam 
boat company put the engineer in charge on 
the stand. He testified he was only making 
3 knots at the time. When asked how he 
could prove his speed, he replied, “I was 
barring her and you can’t make more than 
3 knots barring.” “But,” the opposing 
counsel interjected, “you did hit our boat, 
didn’t you?” “Sure” replied the engineer, 
“we cuffed her.” The Fruit Company lost 
the suit. 

By the late 1920's, the halcyon days of 
the excursion steamers were on the wane 
The automobiles were taking their place in 
the family outing. In a disastrous fire at the 
wharf in Nantasket, the steamboat com- 
pany lost six vessels, practically its whole 
fleet. Boats were chartered to replace those 
lost, but a large part of the glamour of the 
century old company had gone up in smoke 
Through the years the line continued 
operating one company after another suc- 
ceeding to the franchises and the original 
wharf privileges in Boston, Pemberton and 
Nantasket. Today, the Wilson Excursion 
Line has succeeded to the right of way and
